A COMPROMISE DESIRED. 

For some days there has been 
ik of a. compromise between the 
friends of the Morrison tariff bill and its op- 
ponentsin the democratic party, by which, in 
viewof certain concessions to be made to the 
wool interest, the- vote of the wool 
men should be given in favor of 
the amended Morrison bill. a. 
gnderstood to-nightthat this proposed com- 

romise has fallen through, and that the 
Morrison bill must take its chances on its 
own merits. Asnearly as can be learned, the 
failure of the talked of compromise was due 
to the impossibility of reconciling the de- 
mands of the woo! men with the concessions 
which the friends of the Morrtson bill were 
willing to make. | 
WHAT THE MORRISON MEN SAID. 

fhe lattet, it is understood, approached the 
subject of concession somewhat in this wise: 
Woo!, they said, had sufiered a reduction 
of about 18 per cent by the tariff act of 1883 
and there would be some reason for .com- 
plaint of unfair discrimination against this 
particular interest, if it should be. included 
in the further reduction of 20 per cent pro- 
If they could 
see their way clear to exempting wool from 
the operation of this further reduction, leav- 
ing the rates on it reduced 18 per cent beiow 
those of 1867, would the woul men vote for 
the Morrison bill ainended in this manner, 

WOOL ANSWERS BACK, 

To this proposition, it is understood, the 
latter repilied, that they were not willing to 
submit fo oné wrong for the sake of avoiding 
agreaterone. They wouid. not admit, by 
voting for the bill as amended, that the 
wrong committed in 1883 was right. They 
would vote for the Morrison bill if the rates 
of 1867 on wool were restored. Otherwise 
they proposed that every tub should stand 
on its own bottom, and said that the friends 
of the Morrison bill.would have to get along :

ACTIVITY AGAINST THE BILL 

In view of this failure to effect a compro 
mise the democratic opponents of the bill are 
asserting to-night their opinion that the Mor- 
rison bill will be defeated by the striking ou‘ 
of the enactingclause. The programme with 
revard to the method of defeating’the bill has, 
however, been changed, and instead of a mo 
tion to strike out coming from the republican 
side, it will be made by a democrat, probably 
Mr. Eaton, of Connecticut, or Mr. Converse, 
of Ohio. Itis thought that the movement in 
opposition to the bill will be strengthen: d by 
such e course and the republican opponents 
of the measure, with this ip 
view, will waive the opportunity 
of making political capital, which, taking 
the lead in opposition to the bill, would give 
them. 

The friends of the Morrisor#bill, on the 
other hand, say that the motion, to strike out 
the enacting clause, if made,will be defeated, 
and that the bill, with some amendment per- 
haps, but practically with all its present 
features retained, will pass the house. bSome 
of them think that Mr. Morrison has madea 
mistake in closing the general debate on tne 
bili so soon, as in their opinion the debate 
gains friends for the measure every day that 
it runs. 

MR CONVERSES'S PEOPCSED AMENDMENT. — 

To-morrow Mr. Converse, of Onlo, W il] 
make certain propositions looking to a reduc- 
tion of the tariff rates, which he will endeavor 
to have printed in the Record, and he will 
accompany their presentation with the siate- 
ment that if the Morrison bill sball reach a 
stave at which tLe amendments are 1n order, 
he will offer them as amendments to 

twenty per cent horizontal reduction 
proposed by the Morrison bill on all mer- 
chandise. however imported, Another im 
portant pointof difference between the pian 
Mr. Converse will propose and the Morrison 
plan is that in the list of articles which Mr. 
d'onverse proposes shall come in [ree, neither 
coal. salt nor lumber is to be found. 

A SUBSTITUTE PROPOSED, 
L. Converse, of 
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tepresentative (ieorge 
Ohio, will introduce in the house, at 
the earliest opportunity, an amend- 
ment or substitute fur the Morrison tariff bill. 
The features of this proposed measure or 
amendment are as follows: The wool duties 
of 1867 are to be restored, except as to carpet 
wools. which are to be placed on the same list 
with some twenty other artieles. The metal 
schedule is to‘be equalized by reducing the 
duty on some articles and increasing on a few 
others. The tobacco internal tax is to be 
abolished and a provision is to be made for 
giving alcohol to manufacturers free of tax, 
Manufacturers who manufacture for export 
are to receive a rebate on their raw: materials 
equal to the duty, less ten per cent reduction 
in favor of goods imported in American bot- 
toms. This is said to be similar to an old law 
passed in Jetferson’s administration, except 
that fthe Jefferson differential duty was an 
increase of ten per cent on the then existing 
tariff list, while Mr. Converse proposes a ten 
per centreduction. Mr. Converse thinks that 
his bill will reduce the revenue $40,000,000 a 
year.

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IN THE SENATE. 


The Shippirg Bill Debated—The Kirmiasgham Poat- 
master Kejecicd. 

WASHINGTON, May 2.—The chair laid be- 
fore the senate atelegraphic communication 
from Mr. Wicker, late collector of custums 
at Key West. Florida, asking that a full in- 
vestigation may be made into his conduct in 
connection with the discharge of his official 
duties.

THE TARIFF BILL, 


Bpecchcs by Mauvy Lesser Ligh's of the House onthe 
Quration. 

WASHINGTON, May 2—The morning hour 
having been dispensed with, the house, at 
11:10, went into committee of the whole, Mr 
Cox, of New York, in the chair, on the tariff 
bill. Mr. Nutting, of New York, opposed the 
bill, denying that the present tariff was op- 
pressive on the farmer and laborer, and de. 
precated the agitation of-the question for 
purely political purposes. 

Mr, Duester, of Wisconsin, gave notice of 
an amendment which he proposed to 
offer, providing that on and after 
July first, 1854, no duty. shall be 
levied or colleccted on anv kind of raw mas 
terial which may in any manner con- 
d by the people, or by factories of the 
Linited States,

Mr. Belmont, of New York, favored the 
passage of the bill. He said that the demo- 
cratic house of representatives was undertak- 
ing to carry out by legislation what the ad- 
ministration of President Arthur. was coing 
ihrough the use of the treaty making power, 

cited the reciprocity treaty with Mexico 
and that foreshadowed with Spain and Cuba, 
as examples, claiming that both political par- 
ties were being compelled to the same course 
by the demands of the country for freer 
commerce and a foreigu market. 

Mr. McMillen, of Tennessee, said that Lhe 

qnestion presented was not as to whether 
there should or shou!d not be free trade, buat 
2s to whether or not there should be a reduc- 
tion of taxation. He denounced the present 
ariffasa monstrous piece of injustice, in- 
equality and false pretense. It had destroyed 
commerce, cut down the sales of American 
manufactures, and depleted the revenues of 
American agriculturists. Let him who voted 
against this bitl remember that he voted to 
indors? and perpetuate an increase of duties 
on the necessaries of life. } 

Mr. Cox, of Nor.h Carolina, regretted the 
tone of thespeech made yestesday on the 
bill by Mr. Eaton, of Connecticut, who, in 
o der to secure the applause of the republican 
side to draw odium on the measure which his 
party was advocating, had appealed to sec- 
tional prejudices. 

Speeches were a!so made by Messrs. CLace, 
of Rhode Island; Miller, of . Pennsylvania; 
Cox, of New York; Hoblitzeile, of Maryland; 
Springer, of Iilinois; Brainerd and Brown, ot 
Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Vance, of North Carolina, spoke in sup- 
port of the tariff reduction, but his remarks 
were especially directed to a criticism of the 
internal revenue laws and of their adminis 

ration. 

The committee then rose. 

Mr. Lowry, of Indiana, gave notice that 
he would, on Monday next, call up the Vir- 
ginia contested election case, Farrel! against 
Paul, for consideration. 

Tha house then, at five o’clock, took a re- 
cess until § o’clock, the evening session to be 
for the consideration of pension bills. 

Atthe evening session the house passed 
13 pension bills. A bill granting $5,000 to 
the widow .of General Francis P. Blair as 
compensation for moneys expended by her 
husband in organizing the forces at the be- 
ginning of the war, aud increasing her pen. 
sion to $50 a month, gave rise toa good deal 
of debate, bat no opposition. 

Mr. Steele, of Indiana, 
$5 000 was nothing but arresrs of pension, 
and as he was in favor of paying the arrears 
of pensions to all widows, he thought that 
the bill should be specific in terms so that it 
could serve as a precedent, 

Messrs. Broaahead, Claridy, Ryan and 
Mill, of Missouri, and Curtin, of Pennsy:va- 
nia, spoke in elcguentterms of the invalua- 
ble services which General Blair had rencer- 
ed to the union cause. 

Mr. Watson, of Indiana, chairman of the 
committee on invalid pensions, said that 
$5,000 was in no sense intended as arrears, 
while Mr. Ho)}mes, of Iowa, member of the 
committee, took an opposite view, and sup- 
ported the bill because it did provide arrears. 

Mr. Driler, of Arkansas offered an amend~ 
ment providing that $5,000 shall operate as 
the discharge of the government from all 
future liabities on account of the expenses 
incurred by General Blair in organizing 
forces. Lost. 1 

The previous question was ordered on tne 
bill. and at 10:30 the house adjourned.

The Fallieres as Reperted to Rh. G. Dun & Ca—Oither 
Business  Vaitters. 


New York, May 2.—The business failures 
of the last week throughout the country sa 
reported to R G. Dun & Co., number for the 
United States, 149; for Canada, 30; total, 179 
against 189 last week, a decrease of 10. A 
lessened number of casualties are occurring 
in the New England, the middle and west- 
ern states, but there is an increase in the 
southern and Pacific states and in Canada. 
as compared with the previous week. 

A little row occurred at the produce ex- 
change at 12:50 this afternoon, brought about 
by bull effSris to corner the wheat market. 
Tue parties who usnally operate in the grain 
pit refused to buy or sell to Wilmine, Badman 
& Co., who represent the ‘bull’ interest. 
They (the brokers) broke the pit apart, placed 
the sgn of ‘‘to let’’ in the middle, and 
retired in a body from the pit. They say 
that the action of Wiimine, Badman & Co. 
has entirely stopped business, and they have 
hauled off to await developments. They 
utterly refuse to trade with Wilmine, Bad- 
man & Co. Mr. Herrick, president of the 
exohunge, made a short speech to the brokers 
and @perators and tried to throw oil upon 
the tioubied waters. He gotthe employes 
of the exchange to replace the pit, and 
bagged the oporators not to forget that they 
were gentlemen. The brokers stil! hold off 
and say that under no circumstances wil! 
they have anything to do with Wilmine, 
Badman & Co,

THE MEXICAN BANK TROUBLE. 

Boston, May 2.—A special from the City 
of Mexico says: The panicisover. it seems 
the government made no demend on the 
Monte de Yiedad bank for a loan. The in- 
stitution has been preparing foracrisisowing 
to the conflicting nature of its four-fold func- 
tions asa bank of circulation and deposit, 
a montage bank, a savings bank, and a pawn 
shop. The funds are mostly invested in real 
estate, with little cash available. A faise ru- 
mos concerning the government’s demand 
caused the alarm, and consequently 
arun. The managers did not call on the 
banks for assistance until too late, and pay- 
ment had tobe suspended. The bank has 
about two millions in notes outstanding, and 
live millions of other liabilities. The govy- 
erniment owes it over $250,000, mostly secured 
by custom house certificates. 4 Assessments 
are ample to meet the liabilities. The bank 
cannot speedily liquidate its notes, but ail 
will be ultimately paid. The\federal banx 
run bas subsided and other banks are b 
strengthened. It has been made manifest 
that all have a strong backing across the 
water. 
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NO REVOLUTION IN MEXICG 

New York, May 2 —A dispa‘ch from Presi- 
dent Scrymser, of the Mexican Telegraph 
company, who is now in the City of Mexico, 
says dispatches via Laredo indicating that 
there is probability of a revolution in Mexi- 
co, are gross eXaggerations, and that there is 
no sign of a revolution in thecity of Mexico, 
Scarcelv a day passes on which rumors, which 
are entirely unfounded, do not come up from 
the interior of Mexieo to the American bor- 
der, and some of them unfortunately are sent 
to the papers. These rumors are skillfally 
contrived, andit is frequently difficult to 
separate the truth from tue fiction in them, 

REVOLUTIONARY EDITORS IN RUSSIA. 

St. Psererssure, May 2.—The Journal, 
‘memoirs of Fatherland,’ has been prohibi- 
ted from further publication on the ground 
that its policy is hostile’*to social order. The 
Ottic‘al Journal says the disclosures made at 
the time of the discovery of the secret 60- 
ciety. in 1882, implicated some editors of 
newspapers as members of the revolutionary 
propaganda, and that the government wil 
not tolerate such journals.

DESPERADOES HANGED, 


-he Medicine Lodge Murderera Lynched by the

Hanrrer, Kane., May 2.—Swift retrioution 
hus overtaken the Medicine lodge murderers 
and robbers. The posse whica started in pur- 
suit om Wednesday came up with the robbers 
three miles from town,and captured them after 
a brief struggle, brought the prisoners back 
to town and lodged them in the calabdoose. 
A crowd gathered at 10 o’clock at night and 
attacked the building. Oneof the robbers 
opened fire, whereupon the crowd riddled 
him with bullet The remaining three were 
taken out, conducted to the edge of town 
and hanged, The excitement otf the crowd 
wap intesse. They refused to listen to the 
fiicers who endeavored to quietthem. One 
ot the prisoners begged for mercy. The ex- 
citement increased when it was found that 
two of the rodbers were Heury Brown and 
Ben Wheeler, respectively marshal and assist- 
ant marshal of Caldwell. The other two were 
Joba Wesley and B.liy Smith, cowboys from 
a Texas range.

TILDEN THE MAN. 


EX-GOVERNOR JAMES M. SMITH 
ON THE POLITICAL OUTLOOK. 


A Constitution Man Moects the “Stern Statesman” 


aed Hes a!Taik on the Presidentia Prospect 
and Finds That the Ex.Governer is an 
Estnusiastic Tilden Mea—Bte. 


A CONSTITUTION man met ex-Governor 
Smith yesterday and asked him for his views 
om the political situation. The ex-governor, 
who isthe picture of health and content- 
ment, smiled and said: 

“Lam-out of active politics on my own 
account and don’t know that anything I 
could say would be of interest. I am not a 
candidate for any office in the gift of the 
peopie and don’t want any office. I expect 
to retire my position as railroad 
commissioner in a short time and 
devote my attention to my private affairs 
which have already suffered toé long and too 
heavily by my connection with public office. 
I feel, however, as every good citizen should 
feel, a deep interest in the affairs of my 
country and in the character and ability of 
the men who administer the government, 
and I have some decided views.”’ 

“What do you think of the presidential 
outlook?” 

‘I believe that the democrats can‘ carry the 
country with Mr. Tilden astheir leader. | 
believe that under any other leadership a 
democratic victory wouid be very doub:ful if 
not impossible.’’ 

“What constitutes in your opinion 
Tilden’s peculiar strength at present?’’ 

‘‘In the first place I consider him the ablest 
man perhaps in public affairs in either party 
in the country. I headed the Georgia dele- 
gation to St. Louisin 1876 as a strone Tilden 
mao. ‘I believed then that he was the ab'est 
an most masterful leader that the demo- 
crats could select, and that with him they 
could carry the country, I was not disap- 
pointed in my estimate for he did carry the 
country by a large popular majority, and by 
a decisive majority of the electoral

GENBRAL BADEAU’S CHARGES, 


Minister Foster Makes Wimeaelf ihe Apologist fer 
Frelinghuysen. 

WasHincton, May 2.—Mr. Foster, minister 
to Spain, returned io Washington to-day from 
a visit to his homein Indiana. His attention 
being called to the charges of General Badeau, 
late consul-zenera! at Havana, against the 
state departinent, he stated that so far as they 
related to the recent commercial agreement 
negotiated at Madrid for the West Indian 
trade, General Badeau was entirely unsus- 
tained by the facts. The latter alleged that 
the egreement ‘‘wasso manifestly improper 
and inconsidered that in six weeks after it 
was signed it had to be abandoned and a new 
one concluded,’’ The facts are that the orig- 
inal agreement, signed January 2d last, pro- 
vided that its stipulations should go into 
effect March Ist, and it was expected that 
such of its articles as required the approval 
of the Spanish cortes would obtain approval 
before that date, but within two weeks 
after the signing of theagreement a cabinet 
crisis occurred at Madrid. A new ministry 
was called to power, and the cortes was dis- 
solved. This made it impossible to obtain 
the action of the cortes before the first of 
March, and by mutual consent a new agree- 
ment was substituted, providing for putting 
into operation at the time named the articles 
which the two governments already possess- 
ed the power to carry out and for submitting 
to the cortes when convened, 
those which the new ministry 
deemed required the authorization 
of that body. The new agreement is sub- 
stantially the same as the original one, Gen- 
eral Badeau’s allegations that the president 
had transgressed his powers in carrying out 
the agreement, (which he says is in facta 
treaty,) is made, Mr, Foster says, with an ap- 
parent ignorance of the congressional statute 
which confers upon the executive full power 
to suspend the ten per cent extra duty ‘on 
Spanish cargoes, which is all that has been 
dene on the part the United -States. 
The genera! is equally at fault.
